Clark Coberly of Sierra Madre has thrown his hat 
in the ring of potential Pasadena Unified School 
District board members and says, ‘‘I’m running be¬ 
cause I believe there is need for a dramatic change in 
the school district. Our children need to have a maxi¬ 
mum opportunity to fulfill their potential.” 

How can they achieve this? 

‘‘My intention is to create a more open attitude 
that’s willing to look at new, innovative, creative 
ideas to solve the problems that have plagued our 
district ior many years and certainly have not been 
resolved today.” 

What are his motivations? 

‘‘Very simple,” Coberly said. ‘‘I have four child¬ 
ren who attend school in Pasadena and the fifth to 
start in another three years. I was PTA president at 
Don Benito School for six years and I want to create 
a better opportunity for my children and everyone’s 
children to be able to learn. I don’t believe that every¬ 
one is created equal. The Constitution says that but I 
don’t believe it. I do believe that every young person 
should have an equal opportunity to learn so they can 
maximize their opportunities in life.” 

He continued, ‘‘Right now I believe our school 


district is not providing that maximum opportunity. 
I believe that there has to be a unification within the 
district of all divergent factions which includes the 
two groups that have formed within the past year. 
That also includes any other groups that are dissatis¬ 
fied with the district as well as loyal supporters of the 
district who are unhappy with the opposing groups. 
Everyone needs to work within the system to improve 
rather than tear it down.” 

Coberly believes that it is necessary ‘‘to overcome 
adversarial relationships between teachers and the 
district so we can be in a position to discuss problems. 
These teachers deal with our children every day. They 
have the greatest insight. We need that insight.” 

He continued, ‘‘We need a greater openness and 
cooperation between members of the board in order 
to be able to move forward in resolving problems 
rather than arguing different opinions on political 
views. The problems the school district faces tran¬ 
scends liberal or conservative, races, religions, or 
anything else that would divide us and that those 
motivated need to be set aside in order to benefit our 
children. After all, that’s what we’re here for.” 

Coberly noted that this is the time when there’s not 
enough money to provide the basics for our children. 


If we don’t, as a community, work together to 
solve our problems, we’ll argue until the district is 
bankrupt financially and intellectually.” 

He said that it is difficult to bring harmony to the 
teachers/administrators concerning contract neg¬ 
otiations ‘‘but we must. If we don’t, we fail.” 

Two seats on the school board are open: No. 2 and 
No. 4. Bobby Moon of the former has decided not to 
run; however, L.B. Hickambottom, Seat No. 4, has 
decided to run again for his post. Election is March 5. 

Coberly and his wife, Marcia, have five sons: 
Rob, 17; Scott, 14; Chris, 13; Sean, 10; and Casey, 2. 

Coberly is an attorney in corporate law, serving as 
vice president and corporate counsel for California 
Pools. He is also co-owner of Bonneville Steel in 
Irwindale. 

He was born in Ames, la. and came to Los Angeles 
when he was 7. He graduated from Franklin High 
School in Los Angeles and from Pepperdine Law- 
School. He is a Bishop of the East Pasadena Ward of 
the Mormon Church. 

Coberly also noted that his son, Rob, is running 
for student body president of Pasadena High School 
and laughed, ‘‘He should enjoy seeing that in the 
paper.”

I am ad¬ 
amantly opposed to any 
easements over my pro¬ 
perty to facilitate this 
project. 

The parking and 
maneuvering space for 
deiiveries and trash pick¬ 
up was sub-standard for 
the original buildings. To 
compound that situation 
by doubling the floor 
space and reducing 
vehicle area makes no 
sense. The adjacent pro¬ 
perties have been plagued 
by illegal parking. 

Tandem parking as 
proposed for credit on 
both the old building as 
well as the new is con¬ 
trary to the building code 
and not allowed. Further, 
the City is giving credit 
for five parking spaces in 
return for an easement 


to the City for utilities. Is 
it not the property own¬ 
ers’ responsibility to 
manage their own laterals 
to utilities?

I tried to stay clear of it, but 1 knew it was 
coming.

The 
young, their chemistry up with macho slogans, 
want to go over there to kick butt and take 
names...others, who have no interest in going 
anywhere, would “benefit” from military act¬ 
ions in Kuwait, and politicians now have some¬ 
thing to posture about that takes our minds 
away from what they should be posturing about. 
Such a familiar ring I hear. 

What do you suppose was on the minds of 
most people when the big WWl ended in 1918? 
When our young men came home not only miss¬ 
ing parts of their bodies but with the effects of 
crippling, massive gas attacks, the current senti¬ 
ment was that there could never be another war 
like that. 

.Well, we had another war...the world re¬ 


members it well. Then, we had Korea, and, of 
course, Vietnam. In looking back on the ’60s, I 
wonde'sd if this country could ever mount a 
war footing again. I’ve got my answer. But 
what, if there is one, is the answer? 

It is naive to imagine that war will ever be out¬ 
moded as a means of settling differences? Is war 
a natural state for man to be in?

W.S. Gilbert was a 
man with a keen sense of 
the ridiculous and the wit 
to dramatize it. His boi- 
strous humor was hamp¬ 
ered only somewhat by 
the niceties of Victorian 
society. How he came to 
be associated with the ar¬ 
istocratic Arthur Sulli¬ 
van, whose taste ran to 
dignified hymns and ela¬ 
borate oratorios, is a long 
story. That they were 
wildly successful writers 
of satiric musicals in their 
day is historic. Everyone 
could whistle their tunes 
and quote their phrases. 
Their work was pirated 
in America even before 
it could be officially im¬ 
ported. (In “The Pirates 
of Penzance,” the Pirate 
King congratulates him¬ 
self on his honesty in op¬ 
enly admitting to be a pi¬ 
rate.) 

For years the Gilbert 
and Sullivan “operas,” 
(and the more familiar 
with opera you are, the 
more embarrassing para¬ 
llels you are aware oO 
were produced by a man 


named Doyly-Carte, and 
gradually the Doyly-Carte 
company became almost 
mechanized. The general 
aspect and choreography 
of the productions be¬ 
came so traditional that 
the company gradually 
sacrificed all its originali¬ 
ty to “how it is always 
done” and died. 

“The Pirates of Penz¬ 
ance” particularly lends* 
itself to flamboyance and 
a memorable revival on 
Broadway some years ago 
starred Linda Ronstadt 
with Barry Bostwick as 
the wildest pirate who 
ever buckled a swash. 
“Gilbert and Sullivan was 
reintroduced as the enter¬ 
taining combination of 
truly lovely music and 
truly nutty plot devices 
that it is. 

The Monrovia Theater 
Center has followed this 
new tradition in its pro¬ 
duction of “Pirates” and 
come up with a very sty¬ 
lish performance. The 
plot involves a young man 
who was accidentally ap¬ 
prenticed to a pirate in-

stead of a pilot. His 
nursemaid, responsible 
for the mistake, over¬ 
come with chagrin, join¬ 
ed him as maid-of-all- 
work to the pirate crew.

His innate 
sense of honor has infor¬ 
med him that their way of 
life is regrettable, but his 
devotions to duty have 
made him follow them 
until the release of this 
special birthday. His ag¬ 


ing nurse has led him to 
believe that she is the epi¬ 
tome of womanhood, but 
although he has never 
seen a young woman, he 
is dubious. Then he meets 
the beautiful daughters of 
a local major-general and 
rejects the nurse for hav¬ 
ing misled him. Elaborate 
complications follow. 

Amateur productions 
of Gilbert and Sullivan 
always have the problem 
that some of the music 


demands near-operatic 
voices to do justice to the 
overly-operatic arias. 
Monrovia has found 
some, and a lot of unin¬ 
habited clowns as well, 
and the result should 
please almost anybody. 

Robb Wolford, as the 
duty-bound Frederick, 
has a very pleasing tenor, 
and Sue Roberts Sharp 
has a lovely soprano and 
a charming simper as Ma¬ 
bel, his love. Rose Mal- 
ing is wonderfully comic 
as the scorned nursemaid, 
Ruth, and Jerry Marble 
is properly stuffy as the 
Major General who 
knows all about every¬ 
thing but the military. 

Tom Robinson really 
enjoys his melodramatic 
posturing as the Pirate 
King and if he gets a little 
carried away, it’s forgiv¬ 
able. Bridget Hussey, 
Cristina Monanino, Irena 
Pusnik, Jama Smith and 
especially Andrea May- 
baum provide Mabel’s 
sisters with lots of person¬ 
ality, and Therese LaVoie 
adds depth to their sing¬ 


ing. 

Danny Carroll, Peter

Ferris, Jose Perez and 
Marian Sarnowski, Esq., 
are the lively pirates, and 
Richard De Luca, Tom 
Astin and a couple of 
ringers are the Keystone- 
type policemen.

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City Council approves parking 
space revision on split vote 


With two councilinen 
opposing a text amend¬ 
ment which would change 
parking space require¬ 
ments. the Arcadia City 
Council approved a Plan¬ 
ning Commission recom¬ 
mendation which requires 
2.5 parking spaces per 
unit for up to and in¬ 
cluding each three-bed¬ 
room unit and one addi¬ 
tional parking space for 
each bedroom in excess of 
three. 

At last week’s council 
meeting, Councilmen 
Robert Harbicht and 
George Fasching voted 
against the motion. Har¬ 
bicht indicated that the 
new requirement was too 
stringent, suggesting that 


a half space for each ad¬ 
ditional bedroom would 
be more realistic. 

The text amendment 
originated from a joint 
City Council and Plan¬ 
ning Commission study 
session in October as a 
means to address the 
concern that the current 
number of required park¬ 
ing spaces may not be 
adequate to accommo¬ 
date the multiple-family 
projects which have been 
recently proposed and 
built with four- and 
five-bedroom units. 

Currently, the mul¬ 
tiple-family zoning regu¬ 
lations require the equi¬ 
valent of 2.5 parking 
spaces per dwelling unit. 


regardless of the number 
of bedrooms. The amend¬ 
ment requires one addi¬ 
tional space for each bed¬ 
room in excess of three. 

According to Bill 
Woolard, city planner, 
a bedroom is defined as 
any room except a kit¬ 
chen, livingroom, dining 
room or bathroom. 

Following last week’s 
public hearing, the pos¬ 
sible text amendment 
will be an agenda item 
for two more City Coun¬ 
cil meetings (the first one 
being on Tuesday, Jan. 
15) before a final vote is 
taken. The new ordinance 
would become effective, 
if passed, 30 days after 
the vote is taken. 


Local Chinese support 
Arcadia sign ordinance 


Following communi¬ 
cation from the Asian 
Pacific American Legal 
Center of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia which insisted 
that Arcadia delete its sign 
ordinance or face legal 
action, members of the 
Arcadia City Council met 
with Asian residents, 
businessmen and leaders 
of the Arcadia Chinese 
Association to find out 
how much of a concern 
this was to the local Asian 
community. 

Dr. Sheng Chang, a 
founder of the Arcadia 
Chinese Association, sum¬ 
med up the feelings of 
those in attendance when 
he stated, “An outside 


organization should not 
threaten legal action ag¬ 
ainst the city when we do 
not have a problem here. 
Such an action can only 
disrupt the harmonious 
relationship that currently 
exists between the Asian 
and Caucasian residents 
and business people.’’ 

The sign ordinance, 
which has been in effect 
for over five years, states 
that no more than one- 
third of the allowable sign 
area of the sign may con¬ 
tain a non-English trans¬ 
lation of the business. The 
remainder of the sign is 
to be in Roman charac¬ 
ters and include Arabic 
numerals. 

The City Council ad¬ 


opted the current ordi¬ 
nance in 1985 to assure 
that business identifica¬ 
tions could easily be read¬ 
able and understandable 
by police and fire depart¬ 
ments and other city per¬ 
sonnel as well as the gen¬ 
eral public. 

While pointing out that 
the citizens have not ob¬ 
jected to the sign ordi¬ 
nance, Councilman Ro¬ 
bert Harbicht said, “We 
would much rather spend 
our money on books for 
the library or more po¬ 
lice protection than a 
long, drawn-out lawsuit, 
but the City Council is 
unanimously determined 
to vigorously defend the 
city’s sign ordinance.”
